INDIANAPOLIS, March 24.— A cyclonic 


storm visited Indiana last night. la this 
city fifty houses were wrecked in one 
neighborhood. In tbo western portion 
many families ace temporarily homeless. 


At Tuxedo suburb many houses wore 


wrecked, and aeveral email ones were 
carried away. 
Many residents passed 


the uight m collars. 


The Btorin was accompaniod by a 


heavy rain and severe lightning. 


The Corealino milts, ia the northwest- 


ern part of town, had the roof torn off 
and tha walls wrenched. 


The Capital City cofflu works were 


badly damaged and many treea wero up- 
rooted. 


Advices from all parts of the state in- 


dicate that mucli property WBB damaged 
and some persons maimed. No lives 
were lout and only a few injured. 


At Loogootee, a flouring mill, the 


Catholic church and the city hotel were 
badly damaged. 


At EvansvilLe the sotith wing of the 


insane asylum was damaged. 


At McCordeville the house of James 


JlcOord was blown down and Mrs. Me- 
Cord fatally hart. 


At Brazil, outbuildings, fences and 
trees were leveled and the coal mines 
Hooded. The 1cm will be many thou- 
sand B of dollars. 


At Alexandria ranch damage waa done 


to residence and business houses. The 
Lippincott glaes works were destroyed. 
John Andle Jr. waa killed and several 
others injured. 


DUILDINGS UNROOFED. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 24. — The 


heavy storm of last night did great dam- 
age at Bowling Green and surrounding 
country 
At Bowling Green the roofs of 


fifteen or twenty houses were blown off. 


The most serious damage was to the 


Louisville & Naahvillo round boueo. The 
storm struck the building, taking off the 
rocf and leveling the brick walls to the 
:ground. The falling material did tiQri- 
OUB damage to the engines inside. 
One 


colored man was badly injured. Lneu on 
building and locomotives $76,000 to $100,- 
000. Tbo county court bonee roof was 
also blown off at NnabvlUo. 


From the south 
all along the 


road evidence of the storm could be 
seen. Many farm houses are roofless, 
and scores of stables and outhouses are 
totally doinollalicd. Trees wore blown 
across the railroad tracks at many points, 
but section men managed by hard work 
to keep the track clour,

WASHINGTON, March 24. -— Secretary 


Hofce Smith today rendered his first 
land decision. It was a caso of tbe 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company and 
involved tho question of tho right of 
that company to lands within its granted 
limits and the limits of the grant to the 
Atlantic & Pacific railroad, basing its 
claim on the ground that the latter com- 
pany never compiled with its require- 
ments of tho grant in tho matter of locat- 
ing its road. The Secretary holds, how- 
ever, that the Southern Pacific Company 
has acquired no title to the lands in 
question under its grant. This decision 
will operate to open these lands, aggre- 
gating many thousands of acres in 
Southern California to settlement and 
entry. The commissioner of the general 
land office is accordingly directed to toko 
Biich steps as are necessary to restore 
them to tbe public domain.

NOT A LIFE TENURE 


Important Decision by the 


Supreme Court, 


TEACHERS NOT IN FOB LIFE 


Tho Plea of No Specific Timo iu Hir- 


ing; Not a Tenable PropOBi- 


tloii. 


SAN FHAKCIBCO, March 24.—The su- 


preme court today rendered a decision of 
great importance to the educational in* 
teresta of the state, by deciding in effect 
that teachers' tenures in public schools 
are not necessarily perpetual. 


Tho case was that of Eunice Dema- 


rlon, an Oakland teacher, who sued the 
board ot education for $700 salary from 
July 31, 1889, to February 2, J 890, end 
asked to bo reinstated in her position. 


She was first elected in 1SSO, and in 


1S8J \yj\3 removed by tho board, which 
elected another. 


She maintained that she had been 


elected for life. She baaed her clr,im on 
a decision of the supreme court iu the 
casa nf Mies Kennedy against the San 
Froncieco board of education, wherein it 
was held that the election of teachers 
for no specified time was an election for 
life, only subject to dismissal for cause. 


The conrt holds in this case, however, 


:bat it was the Oakland board's iiiten- 
;lon to elect from year to year, ae tho 
record ehowe, which, Bays the court, tbe 
joard may lawfully do. "If the board 
employs a teacher one year," declares 
tbe court, "it would be hard to soy that 
they could not dispense with his serv- 
ices at the end of the year."

30 per cent, while that on otber countie 
ran 5, 10 and 15 por cent.

A TIMELY DISCOVERY. 


JA1LEU CONNELLY HAKES 
AN 


IMSlPfiCTION, 


Ami Finds a Saw and Other Jm- 


pleniuntfl Coucuuled in 


a Cell. 


It ia cuetoioary for Jailor Connolly to 


rauke tt tborouRb inspoction of tbo jail 
ouco a wuok, BO tuitt in oust) any of (he 
irisonyra have jniinaged to eccuro arti- 
lee from tlio outBido whicb tliey have 
no riftht to have, they may bo found 
and duly nppropriatod. Of course there 
ia no rcgultir day eet for theeo inspec- 
tions, for then tho prisoners would bnve 
an easy time in rendering tbe jailor's 
oearch fruitless. 


During an inspection yesterday ruorn- 


icE Jailer Conuelly made tin important 
find. In a cell in the lower corridor be 
found two table kuivea, a pair of pincers, 
a pair of large Eciesore aud a pair of 
email BCIBBOIB. One of the knives bad 
been converted Into a saw with & file, 
and Mr. Connelly proved to his satisfac- 
tion that it could be put to good service, 
rather bad service, by testing it u(.-on a 
piece of iron, which it cut quite easily. 


Both the edge and tlm hack of tlio 


tnife had bean (Hod. The work on tho 
edge appeared to be that of a bungler, 
while tbe saw on tbo back was evidently 
made by n skillful hand. Of the sec- 
ond kuife, hulf the blade WRB miaBiog, 
but what remained was nearly us sharp 
as a r«7,jr. Both bore traces of having 
been recently woiked on, Tbe pincers 
are large enough to bo quite handy in 
twiatinK un iron bar, and the acifceora 
might aloo have beon converted into 
serviceable SAW?. 


The occupant oE tbo cell whera tbe 


articles were found is u man serving a 
sentence for drunkenness. Jailor Con- 
nolly Btatt-d, however, that this man 
liad nothing to do ivith the. articles an 1 
intiraatod that he knev/ whera thoy 
came fiora. He pUcea much weight 
upon the discovery, and it in uVidunt an 
attempt to broaft jiiil was in contempla- 
tion. 


In the lower corridor only vagrants, 


drunkards and polty thieves aro kept, 
and it SB not likely the tonla were in- 
tended for any of thorn. The probability 
is that Borne prisoner in the lower cor- 
ridor was to aea that thoy reached the 
handa of some one iu the uoper corridor, 
where the importaat offenders were con- 
fined. 


This is not tbe firat time tools of this 


kind have beun introdaced into tbe jail. 
It is on this account that Sheriff Scott'e 
predecessor asked the supervisors sev- 
eral times to have a fence erected around 
the j-iil, and it is probsblo that Sheriff 
Scott will make fhe eama demand. Tho 
Into grand jury also advised tbe Bupor- 
viHorfl to do this. That no one hns 
broken j ill BO far is due only to the vigi- 
lance of tho official?.
